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STATUTS 
de la Commission internationale de numismatique (CIN) 
adoptés le 14 septembre 2003 a Madrid 


Art. 1. Objet. La Commission internationale de numismatique (CIN) a pour mis- 
sion de promouvoir la numismatique et les sciences qui s’y rapportent en facilitant 
la coopération entre individus et institutions dans le domaine de la numismatique et 
des sciences qui s’y rapportent. 


Art. 2. Membres. Les organismes suivants peuvent devenir membres de la CIN: 

a. les collections numismatiques publiques, 

b. les universités, les organisations, institutions et sociétés numismatiques sans 
caractére commercial (locales, nationales et internationales), 

c. les Hétels des monnaies. 


Les membres sont admis par le Bureau et doivent payer la cotisation annuelle 
fixée par le Bureau. Tout manquement au paiement entraine l'annulation d'adhésion. 
L'adhésion prend effet a partir du paiement de la premiere cotisation. 


Art. 3. Membres honoraires. Lors de ses réunions et sur proposition du Bureau, la 
CIN peut élire des personnalités comme membres honoraires. Les membres hono- 
raires ne paient pas de cotisation annuelle mais ont les mémes droits que les 
membres ordinaires. 


Art. 4. Assemblées. La CIN doit tenir une assemblée générale lors des congrés 
internationaux de numismatique qui, en principe, ont lieu tous les six ans. Si aucun 
congrés international de numismatique n‘a lieu dans un délai de sept ans aprés le 
dernier congrés, une assemblée sera obligatoirement convoquée sur décision du 
Bureau. Tout membre ordinaire peut désigner un délégué a l'assemblée générale. Un 
délégué ne peut représenter plus de trois membres ordinaires. Les membres qui ne 
sont pas a jour de cotisation ne peuvent voter. Les membres honoraires ne votent 
qu'en personne. 


Art. 5. Bureau. Le Bureau de la CIN est composé de neuf membres représentant 
dans la mesure du possible chacune des catégories citées a l'article 2. Les membres 
du Bureau sont élus lors de l'assemblée générale. Leur fonction prend fin a I'as- 
semblée générale suivante: ils ne peuvent étre réélus qu'une fois. Le Bureau se réunit 
au moins une fois par an; il s'organise lui-méme, c'est-a-dire qu'il élit son président 
et répartit les autres charges. En cas de mort ou de démisssion d'un membre, le 
Bureau a le droit de coopter un remplacant jusqu'a l'assemblée générale. 


Art. 6. Charges. Les charges du Bureau sont la présidence, les deux vice-prési- 
dences, le secrétariat, la trésorerie. Les titulaires de ces charges sont élus immédia- 
tement apres l'élection du Bureau et exercent leur charge selon les voeux du Bureau. 
Lors du changement de Bureau, le trésorier reste en charge jusqu'a la fin de l'année 
civile. 


Art. 7. Fonctions du Bureau. Les fonctions du Bureau comprennent l'admission 
de nouveaux membres, la préparation et la publication du budget et des comptes, la 
fixation du montant de la cotisation, la diffusion de l'information aux membres 
(notamment par le Compte rendu annuel et les Newsletters), le patronage de travaux 
individuels, de publications et de conférences de numismatique, l'organisation du 
Congres international et toute autre activité relative, selon lui, aux objectifs de la 
CIN. 


Art. 8. Finances. Les dépenses d'administration et de publication sont couvertes 
par les cotisations annuelles, les dons, les legs, et d'éventuelles subventions. 


Art. 9. Siége. Le si¢ge de la CIN se trouve au bureau du président. 

Art. 10. Modifications des statuts. Toute modification des statuts doit étre approu- 
vée a la majorité des deux tiers des votes exprimés a l'assemblée générale. Toute 
proposition de modification doit étre signifiée aux membres, par écrit, au moins 


trois mois avant l'assemblée. 


Art. 11. Dissolution. La CIN peut étre dissoute par la majorité des votes exprimés 
a l’assemblée générale. 
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Translation 


CONSTITUTION 
of the International Numismatic Commisssion (INC) 
adopted on September 14th, 2003 in Madrid 


Art. 1. Purpose. The purpose of the INC is to promote numismatics and related 
disciplines by facilitating cooperation among individuals and institutions in the field 
of numismatics and related disciplines. 


Art. 2. Membership. The following organisations may become members of the 
INC: 

a Public numismatic collections, 

b. Universities, non-commercial numismatic organisations, institutions and socie- 
ties (local, national and international), 

c. Mints. 


Members shall be admitted by the Council and shall pay an annual subscription 
determined by the Council. Failure to pay the subscription shall terminate member- 
ship. Membership will commence from the date of payment of the first annual sub- 
scription. 


Art. 3. Honorary members. The INC can elect individuals as honorary members 
at its Meetings on proposal of the Council. Honorary members do not pay the 
annual subscription but have the same rights as ordinary members. 


Art. 4. Meetings. The INC must hold a General Meeting at each International 
Numismatic Congress which in principle should take place every six years. If there 
is no International Numismatic Congress within seven years after the last congress, 
a Meeting must be organized on a different occasion to be fixed by the Council. Each 
ordinary member may designate one voting delegate to the General Meeting. A dele- 
gate may not represent more than three ordinary members. Members who have not 
paid their subscription may not vote. Honorary members may vote only in person. 


Art. 5. Council. The Council of the INC consists of nine members if possible 
including representatives of each of the categories in article 2. The Council mem- 
bers shall be elected at the General Meeting. Their term ends at the next General 
Meeting; they can be re-elected only once. The Council shall meet at least annually. 
The Council constitutes itself, i.e. it elects the President and distributes other 
offices. In the event of death or resignation of a member, the Council shall have the 
right to co-opt a replacement until the General Meeting. 
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Art. 6. Officers. The officers of the INC shall be the President, two Vice-Presi- 
dents, the Secretary, the Treasurer. These officers shall be elected immediately after 
the election of the Council and shall serve at the pleasure of the Council. When the 
Council changes, the Treasurer will remain in office until the end of the calendar 
year. 


Art. 7. Duties of the Council. The duties of the Council shall include admitting 
new members; preparing and publishing a budget and fixing the subscription; dis- 
seminating information among the membership (particularly through the annual 
report, in the Compte rendu, and Newsletters); extending patronage to particular 
projects, publications and conferences, organising the International Numismatic 
Congress and all other activities consistent, in the opinion of the Council, with the 
purpose of the INC. 


Art. 8. Finance. The expenses of administration and publications are covered, by 
annual subscriptions, by gifts, by legacies and grants. 


Art. 9. Seat. The seat of the INC is the office of the President. 
Art. 10. Change of Constitution. The constitution may be changed by a two thirds 
majority of the votes cast at the General Meeting. Notice of proposed changes must 


be given to the members in writing at least three months prior to the Meeting. 


Art. 11. Dissolution. The INC may be dissolved by a majority of two thirds of the 
votes cast at the General Meeting. 
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MICHAEL GRANT () 
(21 novembre 1914 - 4 octobre 2004) 


La vie de Michael Grant 
semble sortir d’un roman. 
Il a lui-méme racontée en 
1994 en publiant My First 
Eighty Years, «an account 
of my life up to now». 

Aprés des études secon- 
daires a Londres, puis a 
Crowborough (dans le Sus- 
sex, de 1924 a 1928), il frée- 
quenta une école privée 
reputée, Harrow, avant de 
poursuivre ses études supé- 
rieures a Trinity College, 
Cambridge (1933-1936). 
De 1936 a 1938, en qualité 
de Research student, il pré- 
para sa these, From Imperium to Auctoritas, qui allait étre publiée apres la guerre, 
puis il devint Fellow de Trinity College en 1938, un poste pour quatre ans. 

Sa these mise au point et le manuscrit remis a l’éditeur, la guerre éclatait et 
M. Grant prit la décision de s’engager et se retrouva au War Office. Envoyé au Bri- 
tish Council d’Ankara en 1940, il demeura en Turquie jusqu’en 1945. Ces cinq 
années passees la lui permirent de poursuivre ses recherches numismatiques dans 
les musées turcs, d’oli les Addenda et Corrigenda du FITA et l’acquisition de 693 
monnaies provinciales entrées au Fitzwilliam Museum en 1948. C’est également a 
Ankara qu’il rencontra sa future épouse, Anna-Sophie Beskow, qui travaillait a la 
Légation suédoise. 

De retour a Londres en aoit 1945, il continua a travailler pour le British Council, 
avant de retrouver Trinity College en 1947, puis d’occuper un poste de Professor of 
Humanity a l’Université d’Edimbourg de 1948 a 1959. Membre de 1’ Inter-Univer- 
sity Council, il se vit confier le poste de Vice-Chancelier de l'Université de Khar- 
toum de 1956 a 1958, au moment ou le Soudan accédait a I’indépendance. I! fut 
ensuite Vice-Chancelier de Queen’s University a Belfast, avant de s’ installer en Ita- 
lie en 1966 a Gattaiola, prés de Lucques.

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La principale ambition de M. Grant fut toujours d’écrire. Il avait le souci d’ins- 
truire, ce qu’il fit par les canaux académiques d’abord, puis, a partir de 1966, a tra- 
vers des publications visant un plus large public, dont il avait la gestion (Michael 
Grant Publications Limited). 

On retiendra ici sa «premiére» vie, et la bibliographie afférente. De 1946 a 1959, 
sa production numismatique est importante. Elle recoupe, en gros, les années pas- 
sées a Edimbourg, mais |’élaboration du F/TA remonte aux années de Trinity Col- 
lege. Dans My First Eighty Years, M. Grant évoque peu ses travaux numismatiques, 
sauf lorsqu’il les relie a ses voyages. On ne sait pas pourquoi il s’est lancé dans le 
FITA en 1936, on ne sait qui l’a poussé dans cette voie. Dans la préface du FITA, 
H. Mattingly est remercié «for fifteen years of inspiration and help — the cause of 
my interest in the subject». Impossible d’en savoir plus. Son ceuvre est en tout cas 
cohérent, essentiellement centré sur les monnayages de «bronze» de la fin de la 
République et du début de |’Empire. Du reste, R. A. G. Carson, dans son Report on 
Research in Roman Numismatics 1936-1952, note les avancées que connait alors 
Pétude de ce qu’il continue a appeler les monnayages «coloniaux». II suffit de le 
citer in extenso : «Another recent trend in the study of the coinage of the early prin- 
cipate has been the attention paid to the “colonial” coinages. This material, though 
complementary to what are usually regarded as “imperial” issues, has been much 
neglected but has, of late, received detailed study from Grant. His initial work dealt 
with the aes coinage, other than from the senatorial mint, from 49 B.C. to A.D. 14.

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This material, where previously examined, was usually dealt with in isolation; here 
it is dealt with in a single context. The book studies the coinage of local Roman offi- 
cials, of municipia and coloniae, and of communities of peregrini, then discusses 
the constitutional background of the coinage and its changes. Grant believes that ini- 
tially much of such coinage was issued under imperium maius but later, from about 
27 B.C. by auctoritas principis. More recently Grant has rendered a similar service 
for the principate of Tiberius in a lengthy discussion of the coinage of the coloniae 
excluding the Spanish issues. Grant uses this material to interpret and shed light on 
several aspects of Tiberius’ principate, on the imperial family and the personalities 
of the period. The colonial coinage of the principate of Gaius has also been exami- 
ned by Grant who suggests several additional mints for this colonial coinage and 
ascribes part of the Nemausan issue to this principate.» 

Ses écrits ont été beaucoup critiqués, souvent avec de bons arguments. Mais il est 
juste de dire que le matériel dont il disposait était il y a cinquante ans beaucoup 
moins abondant que celui qui est accessible de nos jours. Vunicité d’alors de cer- 
taines monnaies |’a souvent conduit a des interprétations erronées, qui ont pu étre 
ensuite rectifiées grace a l’apparition sur le marché, ou en fouilles, de nouveaux 
exemplaires qui permettaient une lecture assurée. 

Son oeuvre a été, au total, trés stimulant pour une nouvelle génération de numis- 
mates et les auteurs du Roman Provincial Coinage 1 lui sont grandement rede- 
vables.

History 

Princeton’s coin collection goes back at least to 1849, when alumni donated to the 
university (until 1896 incorporated as the College of New Jersey), over 5000 sulfur 
casts of Greek and Roman coins. These had originally been assembled for Lord 
Vernon by the Roman artisan Antonio Odelli, better known as a gem engraver; his 
sources, predictably, seem to have been Italian collections. Princeton still retains the 
Odelli casts, in their original wooden trays, and the university’s friends and alumni 
have continued to be major contributors to the collection. 

Early records for coin acquisitions are lacking, but they surely all came as dona- 
tions: the first large groups of classical coins to be given were the personal collec- 
tions of Moses Taylor Pyne, Class of 1877, and of Eugene C. Pomeroy, Class of 
1906. After 1873 the collection was kept in Chancellor Green Library, the 
University’s first purpose-built library, until its transfer in 1948 to the Department 
of Rare Books and Special Collections of the newly constructed Firestone Library. 
By this time the Art Museum, where some Library coins had previously been on dis- 
play, had received the donation of Dan Fellows Platt, Class of 1895, later augment- 
ed by the 1968 bequest of Professor Ernest DeWald. The Museum retains these two 
groups of classical and Byzantine coins, with occasional acquisitions, but the 
Library collection has always been the larger and more active one. It regularly 
acquires coins by gift and purchase, with significant accessions annually reported in 
the Princeton University Library Chronicle (henceforth PULC); and it offers peri- 
odically changing small displays, often coordinated with the larger exhibitions of 
the Department of Rare Books and Special Collections. In addition it has mounted 
three major numismatic exhibits since 1988: “Rome and Her Enemies,” an aug- 
mented version of the Munich Staatssammlung’s travelling exhibition “Rom und die 
Germanen” (1988: see PULC XLIX, 1988, pp.293-5); “From Croesus to 
Constantine” (October 1992-March 1993: PULC LIV, 1993, pp.293-5); “Money: 
Whence it Came, Where It’s Going” (1997). 

The first recorded curator, from the 1920s to 1940, was Shirley Weber, Professor 
in the Department of Classics. Weber arranged for the creation of a photographic 
record of the first 4,110 coins in the collection — unfortunately without text, but still 
useful today. From 1942 to 1967 the curator (honorary) was Louis C. West, who was 
also President of the American Numismatic Society. During West’s tenure at 
Princeton the contents of the collection more than tripled, and its classical, 
Byzantine, western medieval and American coins were disposed in convenient steel 
trays like those used at the ANS. Under him, too, a fund for the purchase of numis- 
matic materials — books and coins — was established with the sale of duplicates from 
the donated coin collection (chiefly American) of Charles Cass, Class of 1902. 
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West’s teaching introduced many Princeton graduate students to numismatic 
methodology. 

From 1967 until July 2004, the collection’s curator was Brooks E. Levy, who with 
the collaboration of Pierre Bastien produced the first volume of a catalog of the 
Library’s collection of Roman coins. In 2003 a new fund for the advancement of 
numismatics at the University was created, through the generosity of Cornelius C. 
Vermeule II]. Named the Townsend-Vermeule Fund, and augmenting an earlier 
donation of funds for coin purchase, it honors Dr. Vermeule’s wife, the late 
EmilyTownsend Vermeule (Princeton LHD 1989). Since September 2004, the cura- 
tor has been Alan M. Stahl. Among his plans for the strengthening of the collection 
is the acquisition of coins of the medieval Mediterranean, especially those that illus- 
trate the interaction among European, Byzantine and Islamic monetary systems. A 
high priority for the department is the cataloguing of all of the collection on an 
online database, with descriptions and photos of all coins and medals available over 
the internet. Included in the database will be coins from the Art Museum as well as 
the Library collection, and also the coins from the Antioch excavations, with site 
find information that will allow them to be mapped electronically and to be associ- 
ated with artifacts and photographs from the excavation. 


Contents 

Greek: The collection contains over 3000 Greek-inscribed coins of the Classical 
and Hellenistic periods, as well as the “pseudo-autonomous” coins issued by Greek 
cities under the Roman Empire; coins issued by Greek cities in the names of Roman 
emperors are housed with the Roman material. The most notable single group con- 
sists of 314 silver staters and fractions of Tarentum, the gift of Baldwin Maull, Class 
of 1924; 122 of these are described in W. Fischer-Bossert’s Chronologie der 
Didrachmenprdgung von Tarent (Berlin/London, 1999). Mark and Lottie Salton in 
1996 and 1998 offered 367 Greek and Roman coins, filling many gaps in the col- 
lection (see PULC LVIII, 1997, pp. 596-601; LX, 1999, pp. 119-22). In 2000 the 
Library’s Bactrian holdings, previously negligible, were augmented by a gift of 15 
tetradrachms from Cornelius C. Vermeule III. 


Roman: The Roman collection, which includes the “Greek imperials,” contains 
ca. 6000 coins, 650 of which are Republican. There is a considerable holding in the 
coinage of Roman Corinth, the 1976 gift of Professor Leslie Shear Jr. and the late 
Ione Shear; about 100 of these are recorded in M. Amandry, Le monnayage des 
duovirs corinthiens (Paris, 1988). Coins from the Republic through Commodus 
have been published by B.E. Levy and P.C.V. Bastien, Roman Coins in the Princeton 
University Library I (Wetteren, 1985). 


Byzantine: over 500 coins in gold, silver, bronze. Some have been described,

The pur- 
chase in 2005 of 27 gold and silver coins, chiefly of the Thessalonica mint, was 
made possible by funds from the Princeton University Program in Hellenic Studies 
with the support of the Stanley J. Seeger Hellenic Fund. 


Western medieval: ca. 360 coins. The largest holdings are in coins of the Italian 
states (82), England (56), France (52). Included are 87 coins donated in 2005 by 
Brooks Levy in honor of the appointment of Alan Stahl as her successor. 


Pre-modern Islamic: ca. 300 coins. A collection of similar size of the Department 
of Near Eastern Studies will be included in the online database. 


Pre-modern South East Asian, Far Eastern: A considerable collection of Chinese 
coins, gifts of O. A. Holzer and of FJ. Tooker, Class of 1894. 


Modern world coins and tokens: a very large collection, but generally of minor 
value and research interest. 


United States, including Colonial: about 2000 pieces of varied quality; 200 are 
Colonial, chiefly the New Jersey and the William Wood “Rosa Americana” series. 
Notable are donations by C.A. Cass, Jr., and Dean Mathey. 


Medals: These now number over 2000. They consist of 4 separately catalogued 
collections, 2 organized by theme (Aviation, World War I), the rest miscellaneous. 
(1) Aviation: over 770 pieces on subjects from ballooning to space travel, given by 
Arthur L. Newman, Class of 1923. Newman’s catalog is available online: http://lib- 
web.princeton.edu/libraries/firestone/rbsc/aids_old/newman; see too PULC LXIV, 
2003, pp. 363-72. (2) World War I: ca. 240 medals, the gifts chiefly of WD. 
O’Gorman, Mrs. H.L. Savage with Mrs. Joseph Townsend, and H. Kenaston 
Twitchell. (3) The Cornelius C. Vermeule III gift of over 450 miscellaneous medals, 
ranging from Renaissance to modern American; they largely reflect materials used 
for the donor’s books Medals to Masters (Boston, n.d.), and Numismismatic Art in 
America (Cambridge, Mass., 1971), but include a large group, over 100 pieces, on 
canine themes. (4) Ca. 700 miscellaneous medals of varied provenance. 


Paper Currency and Financial Instruments: There are very good collections of 
US. Colonial/Continental and Confederate currency, chiefly the gifts of C.A. Cass 
and of André de Coppet, Class of 1915. There are small holdings in U.S. Broken 
Bank currency and non-U.S. paper, but with a notable gift of Chinese and Russian 
20th-century issues from Professor W.W. Lockwood, and collections of German 
World War I currency and postwar “Notgeld” from several alumni donors. 
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With the collection proper should be mentioned two important associated hold- 
ings: (1) Its foundation piece, over 5,000 sulfur casts of classical coins made by A. 
Odelli (see above, “History”). (2) The ca. 30,000 Greek, Roman, and Byzantine 
coins excavated before 1939 at Syrian Antioch. Included are strong representations 
of local issues in the Greek, Roman, Byzantine, Islamic, and Crusader series. These 
are kept with their original envelopes, which contain detailed information on find 
context. The bulk of the coins were catalogued by D.B. Waage, Antioch-on-the- 
Orontes IV.2: Greek, Roman, Byzantine and Crusaders’ Coins (Princeton/ 
London/The Hague, 1952). The Arab-Byzantine and Islamic coins from the Antioch 
excavations are inventoried in a card file begun by George Miles (and see G.C. 
Miles, Antioch-on-the-Orontes 4.1, 1948), with further attributions by Harry Bone 
and Tasha Vorderstrasse.

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IL MEDAGLIERE DEL MUSEO NAZIONALE ROMANO 


Pur se il pit giovane tra 1 medaglieri romani, essendosi costituito poco dopo la 
creazione del Museo nel 1889, pochi anni dopo rispetto al medagliere dei Musei 
Capitolini, qualche secolo dopo rispetto a quello Vaticano, il Medagliere del 
Museo Nazionale Romano gia nei primi decenni del Novecento aveva acquisito una 
posizione di grande prestigio nel panorama numismatico italiano grazie ad una for- 
tunata ed accorta serie di acquisizioni ma anche grazie alla presenza, sin dai primi 
anni dalla sua costituzione, di una direzione scientifica specialistica. 

I primi gruppi di monete, per un totale di oltre 10.000 esemplari, erano confluiti 
per effetto degli scavi e delle sistemazioni collegate alle opere di trasformazione 
della citta per il nuovo ruolo di capitale del Regno e soprattutto, a partire dal 1877, 
a seguito della realizzazione dei muraglioni del Tevere e della regolarizzazione 
dell’alveo del fiume mediante |’eliminazione di irregolarita che spesso nasconde- 
vano resti di interesse archeologico®. 

Tutto questo materiale richiese subito una direzione scientifica specialistica che 
fu trovata nella persona di S. L. Cesano neo promossa conservatrice nel 1902 
rimasta alla guida del Medagliere ininterrottamente fino al 1947. 

In questo lungo periodo una serie di acquisti, frutto di una politica voluta e mirata, 
da aste pubbliche e di consistenti immissioni hanno permesso di accrescere presso 
il Medagliere un patrimonio numismatico di eccezionale interesse per qualita e 
quantita degli esemplari, proponendolo come un punto di riferimento per gli studi 
numismatici italiani. 

Proprio in quei decenni numerose vecchie e celebri collezioni numismatiche, una 
dopo Valtra, furono cedute all’asta in Italia e all’estero. Tra queste la collezione 
Strozzi® venduta nel 1907, i cui nuclei furono acquistati oltre che dal Medagliere

Lo stesso anno tocco alle collezioni Martinetti e Nervegna di cui il Medagliere 
riusci ad acquistare un cospicuo gruppo di aurei, denari e sesterzi di eta romana di 
grande interesse. Subito dopo furono dispersi i nuclei della collezione Weber”, 
della collezione Hartwig ®, della collezione Martinori® da cui furono acquisite 
monete di zecche italiane in prevalenza papali a conferma di un interesse non esclu- 
sivo per il periodo antico come sara successivamente sottolineato da altri acquisti 
ed immissioni. 

Nel 1912 si ebbe il primo importante incremento con l’immissione della colle- 
zione numismatica del Museo Kircheriano, gia passato allo Stato Italiano nel 1870. 
La collezione comprendeva monete romane e greche e soprattutto la ricca, oltre 
1500 esemplari, raccolta di monete fuse della zecca romana e delle zecche etrusche, 
umbre, picene, ecc., compreso il nucleo rinvenuto nella stipe delle Acque Apollinari 
di Vicarello nel 1852. 

La stessa fortunata posizione raggiunta dal Medagliere ne aveva fatto il punto 
ideale di destinazione di numerosi ripostigli e gruzzoli di diversa grandezza rinve- 
nuti occasionalmente o per effetto di scavi regolari non solo nelle aree di Roma e 
del Lazio ma anche da altre localita dell’Italia centrale prive, all’epoca, di strutture 
museali statali adeguate. 

In tal modo sono confluiti nel Medagliere non solo i due ripostigli di denari anglo- 
sassoni e di solidi imperiali romani dal Foro Romano, non solo il ripostiglio di anto- 
niniani da Villa Patrizia Roma ma anche il ripostiglio di bronzi romani repubblicani 
da Ostia, il ripostiglio di denari e vittoriati repubblicani da Contigliano (Rieti), da 
Collarmele (AQ), da Fano (AN) oltre al materiale numismatico giunto dagli scavi 
di Norba, tra cui l’unico esemplare noto della zecca di Norba“”. 

Nei decenni compresi tra le due guerre mondiali la politica di acquisti, per quanto 
fortemente ridotta negli anni immediatamente precedenti la seconda guerra, 
consenti l’immissione di importanti nuclei di collezioni prestigiose che si andavano 
disperdendo sul mercato antiquario. Giova ricordare le oltre 300 monete di bronzo 
imperiali greche della collezione Pozzi, i medaglioni d’oro romani della collezione

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Caruso, le monete greche e romane della collezione Castellani, la collezione De 
Sanctis Mangelli composta da circa 3000 monete imperiali greche che si affiancava 
allo splendido dono fatto dal Dattari di oltre 1700 monete imperiali alessandrine a 
costituire un nucleo del pit alto interesse scientifico, rimasto sostanzialmente 
inedito. 

Ma l’avvenimento pit importante si ebbe nel 1923 con I’acquisto da parte dello 
Stato della collezione di monete romane di F. Gnecchi, che comprendeva oltre 
20.000 monete dalle serie di aes grave romano alle ultime serie del tardo impero, 
compresi quasi 500 medaglioni di bronzo, 100 di argento, nove in oro e il famoso 
medaglione aureo di Teodorico, rinvenuto nel 1894 in una tomba presso Senigallia. 

Né venne meno in questi anni la funzione del Medagliere quale punto di destina- 
zione di importanti ripostigli, scoperti ancora nelle aree dell’Italia centrale, com- 
posti sia da monete romane repubblicane ed imperiali da Alba di Massa (AQ), da 
Fermo (AP), da Roma, via Po, da Maccarese (RM), da Preturo (AQ), da Lanuvio 
(RM) , da Capestrano (AQ), da Cittaducale (RI) sia da monete tardo imperiali e alto 
medioevali da Castro dei Volsci (FR), da Ostia (RM), da Roma, Villa Giulia, sia da 
monete medioevali da Montecassino (FR), da Oschiri (SS), da S. Severino Marche 
(AP), sia da monete di eta moderna da Roma, Passeggiata Archeologica, solo per 
citare i piu cospicui numericamente e 1 piti interessanti tipologicamente. 

Con il 1° settembre 1949 ando in pensione, per raggiunti limiti di eta, la Cesano 
e l’incarico fu assunto da Franco Panvini Rosati sotto la cui direzione il Medagliere, 
nonostante una ridotta disponibilita di fondi, prosegui una politica di acquisti alcuni 
dei quali di grande interesse. Comunque, fino alla costituzione, alla fine degli anni 
‘50 di Soprintendenze statali nelle regioni prossime, il Medagliere poté ancora 
contare sull’ulteriore immissione di ripostigli scoperti nei territori delle province del 
Lazio: dalle monete moderne italiane e straniere da Velletri al ricco gruzzolo di ca. 
6500 tra denari e antoniniani provenienti dalla via Braccianese, nel 1955. 

Alcuni acquisti da aste garantirono, inoltre, l’arrivo di pezzi di notevole interesse 
dalla collezioni Signorelli, dalla collezione Ratto oltre che dal dono Fallani. 

Nel 1972 si registra un altro avvenimento di estrema importanza per 11 Medagliere 
romano con il trasferimento dalla sede dell’ Istituto Italiano di Numismatica della 
collezione di monete italiane donata da Vittorio Emanuele III al popolo italiano: si 
tratta della pit importante collezione di monete italiane prodotte da zecche in Ita- 
lia o da italiani in territori esteri, assolutamente unica nel suo genere per la qualita 
e la quantita di esemplari, che comprende emissioni a partire dell’alto medioevo 
fino alle ultime a nome dello stesso Vittorio Emanuele III. 

Con il 1° settembre 1975 Panvini Rosati lascid l’incarico di Direzione perché 
chiamato all’insegnamento universitario. Gli subentro la dott.ssa Silvana Balbi De 
Caro durante la cui gestione fu attuato il passaggio della collezione di monete 
medioevali dell’ Archivio di Stato di Roma ma soprattutto accadde un altro evento 
di estremo interesse: il completamento della collezione Reale con la consegna, nel 
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1983, dopo la morte di Umberto II e per sua espressa volonta, del nucleo di monete 
di Casa Savoia che il padre aveva voluto tenere con sé. La Collezione Reale tornava 
nella sua interezza a testimoniare tutta la passione del Re Numismatico verso questo 
settore di studi. 

Poco piu di tremila esemplari dell’enorme quantitativo (almeno 400.000 monete) 
conservato oggi nel Medagliere sono stati scelti ed esposti nella Sala appositamente 
allestita nel primo interrato del nuovo Museo Nazionale Romano di Palazzo Mas- 
simo a Roma. 

La scelta operata, che é stata certamente non facile ma che si rendeva inevitabile 
per l’impossibilita di esporre l’intero quantitativo, vuole offrire uno sguardo com- 
plessivo dello sviluppo della moneta dalla fase romana a quella contemporanea. 

Ma il Medagliere del Museo Nazionale Romano non puo limitarsi ad esporre un 
qualsivoglia nucleo di monete dell’insieme dichiarato, per quanto estremamente 
significativo e certamente selezionato in base a criteri scientifici e didattici. 

Occorre non ignorare le nuove tecnologie multimediali che a buon diritto sono gia 
entrate nei sistemi museali pit attenti e predisporre , ad esempio, una postazione di 
computers in sala che offra la possibilita di esplorare, a livelli diversi e via via 
sempre piu approfonditi, le stesse collezioni numismatiche da sommarie notizie per 
ogni singolo nucleo al catalogo scientifico di ogni singolo pezzo con una operazione 
che affianchi il pit tradizionale catalogo cartaceo e che si renda, a differenza di 
questo, sempre disponibile anche a distanza. 

Occorre consentire con le stesse metodologie la visita virtuale della sala esposi- 
tiva numismatica al pari di ogni altra sala del Museo. 

E’ necessario periodicamente rinnovare la base espositiva per consentire la visione 
del maggior quantitativo di nuclei di monete oppure, in alternativa, predisporre 
accanto ad una base espositiva fissa con chiari e precisi fini didattici e divulgativi, 
uno spazio per esposizioni periodiche a tema. 

Filmati commentati, visite guidate, conferenze selezionate per fasce di eta pos- 
sono completare |’offerta per il pubblico dei visitatori del Museo per fare in modo 
che la sala numismatica non appaia soltanto la “Sala del Tesoro” ma |’ occasione per 
conoscere 0 approfondire aspetti della storia del nostro passato che, come nel caso 
dei materiali del Medagliere del Museo Nazionale Romano, é anche sufficiente- 
mente recente.

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NECROLOGIE 
Rudi Thomsen (21.07.1918 - 29.03.2004) 


Rudi Thomsen came from humble origins in the 
small Danish town Randers, thirty kilometers north 
of Aarhus. He was born in 1918 as son of a paper- 
hanger, who could not afford — nor even dream of — 
to give his two sons a higher education. An anony- 
mous group of donors, however, became aware of 
the bright young man and raised money to finance 
his studies at the newly founded university of 
Aarhus, where he undertook History, Greek Cul- 
ture, and Latin in 1936. His main teachers in His- 
tory were the mediaevialist Johan Plesner (who 
prematurely died in 1938) and the ancient historian 
Adam Afzelius, and he was taught classical culture 
and philology by the energetic Franz Blatt. He had 
a longer stay at the Swedish Institute in Rome in 1940-42, and then graduated with 
honors in 1944. Three years later he defended his “Habilitationsschrift”, The Italic 
Regions from Augustus to the Lombard Invasion (reprinted in Italy in 1966), which 
he piously dedicated to his anonymous benefactors. The same year he married Else, 
from whom he had two children, and with whom he spent the rest of his life. 





In 1949 Rudi Thomsen became assistant curator at the Coin Cabinet in Copen- 
hagen. Georg Galster, the keeper, was much feared for his tyrannical manners, but 
the young doctor Thomsen was not intimidated and soon impressed Galster with his 
profound and thorough knowledge of ancient coinage, of which he was in charge. 
His interest was soon caught in the ongoing and lively discussion on the introduc- 
tion of the denarius, set off by Mattingly and Robinson, who in 1932 had argued for 
a date of 187 BC instead of the traditional one of 269 BC, vehemently defended by 
Signore Breglia and Cesano. At the International Numismatic Congress in Paris in 
1953, Rudi Thomsen stunned the numismatic world by outlining a totally different 
system with 210 BC — “or possibly a few years before” — as the date for the intro- 
duction of the denarius. 


Not everyone was immediately convinced, but when Thomsen published volume I 
of Early Roman Coinage in 1957, every bit of relevant evidence: literary, numis- 
matic as well as archaeological, was laid out, and the publication of volumes II-III 
in 1961, made it even more clear that the “ipotesi di Thomsen” was based on solid 
arguments and discussion. Not only the history of Roman numismatics, but that of 
the Roman Republic as well had to be rewritten. Rudi Thomsen acquired interna- 
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tional fame and deservedly became honorary member of the International Numis- 
matic Commission. 


In the meantime, however, he had left the Coin Cabinet in Copenhagen in 1957 to 
become professor of ancient history at the University of Aarhus. He devoted most 
of his time and energy to his teaching, which combined inspiring enthusiasm and 
clear instructions, with rigorous standards for profound knowledge and solid argu- 
ments. To this purpose, he led joined excursions to Egypt, Greece, and Italy, which 
many of his former students still remember with great pleasure. Administrative 
responsibilities were added, especially from 1972, when he was elected — and sev- 
eral times re-elected — head of the History Department, in accordance with the Uni- 
versity’s new statutes. His efficient leadership is the main reason for the 
Department’s survival in the troublesome 70s. 


Thomsen also spent much time and energy as editor — and often himself as author 
— of several textbooks on historical subjects of all periods, as well as of a dictionary 
of history for the general Danish reader. Still he continued his research. His Eis- 
phora. A Study of Direct Taxation in Ancient Athens, in 1964, and The Origin of 
Ostracism, in 1972, were received less favourably by reviewers, but there can hardly 
be any doubt that King Servius Tullus, from 1980, will remain a standard work of 
reference for many years, due to its exhaustive discussion of every ancient and mod- 
ern source of evidence. He then turned his interest to the history of ancient China. 


After his retirement in 1986 he continued to write books, all in Danish and 
intended for the general public. Most remarkable is Oldtidens penge (“Coinage of 
the Ancient World”) in 1994, where he demonstrated his expertise of the latest 
scholarly debate on the beginning of ancient coinage. He had many plans for further 
books, even during the last months of his life, when his unrelenting energy began to 
fade away.

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Jixi Sejbal (1929-2004) 


Die tschechische Numismatik hat erneut 
einen gro®en Verlust erlitten: Am 18. 
August 2004 ist in Briinn der hervorra- 
gendste Forscher der Minzgeschichte in 
Tschechien, Prof. Dr. sc. Jiti Sejbal vers- 
torben. Er war auch ein ausgezeichneter 
Museologe, der langjaéhrige Direktor des 
Mahrischen Museums sowie Lehrkraft an 
zwei Hochschulen. Ferner beteiligte er sich 
aktiv an der Arbeit tschechischer numisma- 
tischer Organisationen und bekleidete die 
héchsten Funktionen in der Tschechischen 
Numismatischen Gesellschaft und in der 
Numismatischen Kommission der Akade- 
mie der Wissenschaften. Fiir seine Ver- 
dienste wurde ihm von der Internationale 
Numismatische Kommission (INK/CIN) 
auf deren Berliner Kongress 1997 die héchste Ehre erwiesen: man ernannte ihn zum 
Ehrenmitglied. 

Jiri Sejbal wurde am 19. Oktober 1929 im méahrischen Trebi¢ geboren. Nach 
Abschluss des Gymnasiums nahm er 1948 am Lehrstuhl ftir Philosophie der Masa- 
ryk-Universitat in Brinn ein Studium auf. 1953 erhielt er sein Diplom im Bereich 
Geschichte auf der Grundlage einer Arbeit, in der er sich dem wirtschaftlichen und 
gesellschaftlichem Wachstum der KGnigsstidte in Mahren in der zweiten Halfte des 
14. Jahrhunderts gewidmet hatte: Briinn, Olomouc, Znojmo und Iglau. Dabei 
bertihrte er auch das Thema der Miinzgeschichte. Dieses Interesse fiihrte schlieBlich 
zu einer Anstellung im Mahrischen Museum, die fast 40 Jahre, namlich bis zu sei- 
ner Pensionierung im Jahr 1991 dauern sollte. Auf moderne Art organisierte er dort 
die numismatische Abteilung, die zu einem Muster fiir analoge Bereiche nicht nur 
in seinem Lande wurde. Vom Aussehen dieser Abteilung, von ihrem Konzept und 
ihrer Arbeit bekommt man durch seine interessante Publikation Numismatické 
oddéleni Moravského Muzea v Brné, Brinn 1979, eine gute Vorstellung. Eine dort 
verwirklichte Aufgabe war die Bildung, die unter anderem mit der sehr erfolgrei- 
chen Ausstellung ,,Geldgeschichte in Mahren” erreicht werden konnte. Sie wurde 
1973 von Sejbal aufgebaut und vier Jahre spater in eine neue, bedeutend gréBere 
Raumlichkeit, den so genannten Bischofshof, verlegt. Nach einer Modernisierung 
1991, hat sie weiter an Wert zugenommen. Die Arbeit von Sejbal Déjiny penéz na 
Moravé, Brinn 1979, erganzt die Ausstellung vortrefflich, weil sie nicht nur die 
Geldgeschichte in Mahren behandelt, sondern auch die Dokumentation von einem 
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GroBteil des ausgestellten Materials enthalt. 

Wegen seiner wissenschaftlichen und organisatorischen Erfolge auf dem Gebiet 
der Numismatik wurde Sejbal 1977 zum Leitenden Direktor des Mahrischen 
Museums ernannt. Dieser umfangreiche museale Komplex ist nach dem Prager 
Nationalmuseum der zweitgr6Bte in Tschechien. Zu ihm gehéren mehr als ein 
Duzend Abteilungen, die in der Stadt verstreut und den unterschiedlichsten Themen 
gewidmet sind. Offensichtlich hat er sich in dieser Funktion bewahrt, da er sie bis 
1990 austiben durfte. 

Die musealen Arbeiten haben Sejbal in seiner wissenschaftlichen Laufbahn nicht 
behindert. 1962 erlange er den Titel des Kandidats der Wissenschaften auf Grund- 
lage der hoch geschatzten Arbeit Moravské mince doby husitské, Briinn 1965. Vier 
Jahre spater erzielte er den Titel Doktor der Philosophie, um sich 1970 zu habilitie- 
ren. Im Jahre 1989 erlangte er schlieSlich den Titel Doktor der historischen Wis- 
senschaften (Dr. sc.). 

Von 1964 an befasste sich Sejbal zudem mit der Lehre, indem er Vorlesungen gab 
und Seminare fiir Historiker, Archdologen, Okonomen und zukiinftige Padagogen 
an seiner Heimuniversitat in Briinn leitete. Diese Tatigkeit brachte ihm 1993 den 
Titel eines Universitatsprofessors ein. Von 1991 bis 1993 las er aufSerdem Ges- 
chichte des tschechischen und mahrischen Geldes an der Wiener Universitat im 
bertihmten Numismatischen Institut von Prof. Wolfgang Hahn. 

Ein weiterer Tatigkeitsbereich von Sejbal war die redaktionelle Arbeit. In Brinn 
war er der Griinder und Redakteur der Zeitschrift Moravské numismatické zpravy, 
deren Fortsetzung die ,,Folia Numismatica. Supplementum ad Acta Musei Mora- 
viae” darstellte. Zudem war er der Sch6pfer und Redakteur von zwei musealen 
Serien: ,,Numismatica moravica” und ,,Studia numismatica et medailistica”. Ferner 
sa} er 1m Redaktionsrat der in Prag und Nitra erscheinenden Numismatické listy 
bzw. Slovenska numizmatika. 1983 bis 1993 war er Chefredakteur des in Prag 
herausgegebenen ftihrenden Organs der tschechischen Numismatik Numismaticky 
sbornik. 

Professor Sejbal hat sich auch durch sein ungewohnliches Organisationstalent aus- 
gezeichnet und ist ftir die Vorbereitung verschiedener wissenschaftlicher Begegnun- 
gen bekannt gewesen. Die gréBte Bedeutung hatten hierbei die internationalen 
Symposien zur Geldgeschichte in Mahren in den Jahren 1964, 1969 und 1979. Ihre 
Materialen wurden anschlieBend in den Banden II, V und VI der oben genannten 
Serie ,,Numismatica moravica” verOffentlicht. Sie enthalten wertvolle Quellen zum 
aktuellen Forschungsstand beziiglich der mahrischen Geldgeschichte, besonders aus 
der Zeit des Mittelalters. Der Forschungsgeschichte wurde 1983 ein weiteres Sym- 
posium gewidmet. Anlass war der 250. Geburtstag von M. A. Voigt, dem Griinder der 
wissenschaftlichen tschechischen Numismatik (Studia num. et med. VII, 1988). 

Viele Jahre war Sejbal Mitglied der Numismatischen Kommission der Tsche- 
choslowakischen Akademie der Wissenschaften, die er von 1977 bis 1991 leitete. 
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Ferner zahlte er zur Numismatischen Kommission der Slowakischen Akademie der 
Wissenschaften. Er leitete die Numismatische Kommission fiir museologische 
Angelegenheiten, die beim Nationalmuseum in Prag angesiedelt war. AuBerdem 
war er Mitglied des Nationalkomitees beim Internationalen Museumsrat. 

Er beteiligte sich sehr aktiv an der gesellschaftlichen Numismatik-Bewegung: in 
der landesweit agierenden Tschechischen Numismatischen Gesellschaft (Vorsitzen- 
der von 1977 bis 1979), in deren Zweigstelle in Briinn sowie in der von ihm selbst 
berufenen Mahrischen Numismatischen Sektion. 

Aus diesem sehr skizzenhaften und gekiirztem Uberblick geht eindeutig hervor, 
dass Jiri Sejbal ein auferordentlich aktiver Mensch war, der sich in vielerlei Hin- 
sicht ftir die tschechische Numismatik verdient gemacht hat. Das meiste hat ihm 
zweifellos die mahrische Numismatik zu verdanken, in der er ungewohnlich bewan- 
dert war. Er fiihlte sich besonders dem Mittelalter verbunden, dem er die meiste 
Arbeitszeit widmete. Hier war ihm keiner gewachsen, so dass man ganz klar sagen 
kann, dass er unser Wissen gepragt hat, was den Geldumlauf in Mahren zur Zeit 
Grofimahrens und in der darauffolgenden Zeit besonders vom 12. bis zum 15. Jht. 
betrifft. Interessant ist dabei der Fakt, dass sich in Sejbal die Eigenschaften eines 
Regionalforschers (in der positiven Bedeutung dieses Begriffes) mit einem breite- 
ren Interesse verband, was vor allem die Nachbarregionen Tschechien, Osterreich 
und Schlesien betraf. Er griff jedoch auch Themen auf, die die Grenze von Mitte- 
leuropa tiberschritten. Bestes Beispiel dafiir ist sein Lebenswerk Zaklady penééniho 
vyvoje, Brinn 1997, in dem er die Geldgeschichte auf tschechischem Gebiet in 
einen breiteren europaischen Kontext stellt und mit den Anfangen des Geldes und 
des altertiimlichen Mtinzwesens beginnt. 

Sejbals Werkverzeichnis kann man in einer Bibliografie finden, erschienen in der 
Jubilaumsausgabe von Folia Numismatica 4-5, 1989/90, S. 81-92 und 14/15, 
1999/2000, S. 130-132 sowie in der internationalen Sonderausgabe Folia Numis- 
matica 8-9, 1993/94, die ihm zum 65. Geburtstag gewidmet wurde. 

Eine besondere Charaktereigenschaft von Jiri Sejbal war seine ungew6hnliche 
Offenheit fiir Kontakte mit dem Ausland. Sie zeigte sich zum einen dadurch, dass er 
auslandische Wissenschaftler zu den oben erwaéhnten Symposien und Konferenzen 
einlud, die auf diese Weise internationalen Rang bekamen. Zum anderen reiste er 
selbst sehr viel, um Vorlesungen zu halten (in Wien war er zwei Jahre lang Gast- 
professor), an internationalen Begegnungen teilzuhaben und vor allem internatio- 
nale numismatische Kongresse zu besuchen: seinen ersten in Kopenhagen 1967 und 
seinen letzten in Berlin 1997. Nicht weniger wichtig waren die institutionellen Kon- 
takte, die mahrische Numismatiker mit Fachkollegen in Osterreich, Ungarn, Deut- 
schland, Polen, Danemark, in den Niederlanden und in der Slowakei pflegten. 

Sejbal ist fiir sein Wirken, besonders im Ausland bereits sehr frith gewtirdigt und 
ausgezeichnet worden. Erwahnt seien hier neben der Ehrenmitgliedschaft in der 
CIN noch die Mitgliedschaften in der Osterreichischen Numismatischen Gesell- 
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schaft und in der Numismatischen Kommission der Osterreichischen Akademie der 
Wissenschaften sowie die Kurt-Regling-Medaille des Miinzkabinetts der Staatli- 
chen Museen zu Berlin und die Gottfried-Semper-Medaille der Staatlichen Kunst- 
sammlungen Dresden. Der polnische Kulturminister ehrte ihn mit dem Abzeichen 
Fur die Verdienste fiir die polnische Kultur”. 

In Trauer verabschieden wir einen verdienten Forscher, Museologen und Organi- 
satoren der numismatischen Bewegung sowie unseren guten Freund.

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Ya‘akov Meshorer (1935-2004) 


Ya‘akov Meshorer, one of the foremost specialists of ancient Jewish coinages, 
passed away on June 23, 2004. He is survived by a brother Asher, his wife Adaya, 
three children and three grandchildren. 

Ya‘akov Meshorer’s 
love of coins and history 
was deeply embedded in 
him from the start. It is 
well know that as boys, 
Ya‘akov and his twin 
brother Asher used to 
find ancient coins as 
they wandered around 
the city of Jerusalem, 
which was then growing 
rapidly. As Ya‘akov 
would say, “the most 
exciting part was realiz- 
ing that our forefathers 
had used the same language and lived in the very same place where we spent our 
free time.” The twins donated their first coin finds to the Israel Department of Antiq- 
uities at the age of 14 (1949). Among the many coins he found was an archaic Athe- 
nian tetradrachm — one of the earliest coins ever recorded as a surface find in Israel. 
This coin was published as his first article. 

Meshorer was born in Jerusalem in 1935. He joined the Israel Defense Forces in 
1954. After completing his military service in 1956, he became a member of Kib- 
butz Hazerim. There he married Adaya Weiss in 1956. During the five years they 
lived there, he devoted his spare time to his “hobby” — archaeology — and established 
a museum on the kibbutz. Meshorer left Hazerim in 1960 and moved to Jerusalem, 
where he enrolled as a student at The Hebrew University of Jerusalem, studying 
there from 1960 to 1966. He received his Bachelor’s Degree in Archaeology and 
Jewish History, his Master’s Degree in Classical Archaeology and his Ph.D. in 
Numismatics in 1971 from the Hebrew University of Jerusalem. As a reservist he 
served in the Jerusalem Reconnaissance Company and was lightly wounded in the 
Six Days War; he later served as an officer in the UN liaison unit. 

Meshorer established the Department of Numismatics at The Israel Museum, 
Jerusalem, in 1969 and stood at its helm until 1993. The department, built up from 
individual coins, collections, and funds donated to the Museum through Meshorer’s 
tireless efforts, now holds one of the most important collections of ancient Jewish 
coins in the world, as well as an impressive collection of Islamic gold coins and a 
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significant group of Roman city coins of Palestine. Meshorer was particularly ded- 
icated to the task of locating important Jewish coins and acquiring them for the col- 
lection, and he successfully assembled the best specimens of this group. Over the 
years, he also mounted numerous numismatic exhibitions, providing the general 
public and visitors to Israel the opportunity to view important coins and to learn 
about their rich past. In addition to his role as Curator of Numismatics, Meshorer 
was Chief Curator of the Archaeology Wing of the Israel Museum from 1975 to 
1982, and from 1990 to 1996. He retired from the Israel Museum in 2000. 

Ya‘akov Meshorer contributed greatly to the development of numismatics as an 
important archaeological discipline, and he helped promote the study of ancient 
coins as an academic field in Israel. He was a lecturer at the Institute of Archaeol- 
ogy, The Hebrew University of Jerusalem, and was appointed Professor of Numis- 
matics in 1983. Meshorer had the foresight to delegate responsibilities to students 
ina manner that enabled them to develop professionally, thus ensuring the next gen- 
eration of numismatists. He was an enthusiastic and popular lecturer, who knew how 
to get everyone — colleagues, scholars, and laymen — as enthusiastic about numis- 
matics as he was. 

Meshorer’s passion for coins and boundless intellectual curiosity are notable in his 
many publications (19 books and more than 100 articles). 

His publications on Jewish coins struck in ancient Palestine, and his interpretation 
of the subjects have become fundamental in the field. His work Ancient Jewish 
Coinage (1982) and the updated edition 4 Treasury of Jewish Coins (2001) include 
the entire group of coins struck by Jewish leaders over a period of five hundred 
years. The books contain a detailed discussion of the motifs appearing on the coins, 
some of which had never been published before. His research opened up new areas 
for scholars in the field of Jewish studies and has contributed significantly to the 
field of Jewish art. Regarded as basic textbooks, his publications are not only used 
to date archaeological finds but also to understand the historical, economic, and 
political circumstances, which lead to the minting of Jewish coins. 

Meshorer’s work on the Nabatean coins and his pioneering study of Samarian 
coinage earned him international acclaim. His doctoral thesis on the Nabatean coins 
was published as a book in 1975 and it is still considered the fundamental treatment 
of the subject. In 1982 he dared to propose (in the addendum of Ancient Jewish 
Coinage I) the existence of Samarian coinage based on four coins he published. 
Scholars were skeptical about this proposition. Nine years later, however, in The 
Coinage of Samaria in the Fourth Century BCE (written in collaboration with 
Shraga Qedar), 106 Samarian types were included, and since then, this coinage has 
become an extremely popular topic of study. In 1999 they published Samarian 
Coinage, which includes a total of 224 different coin-types. These two publications 
are among the most important breakthroughs in numismatic research of the last few 
decades. 
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Meshorer’s interests were not confined to the distant past. His catalogue Sixty 
Economic Documents of Eretz Israel, 1870-1944 describes banknotes, payment 
orders, and other elaborately decorated financial papers — highlights of the Sidney 
Olson Collection, which was donated to the Department of Numismatics at the 
Israel Museum in 1992. The book addresses historical, economic, and artistic 
aspects of Jewish life in Palestine from the late nineteenth century until the found- 
ing of the State of Israel. 

Meshorer was a member of the Archaeological Council of the Israel Antiquities 
Authority and was invited to supervise the establishment of two museums devoted 
to Biblical Archaeology: the museum of the Cleveland Jewish Community Center 
in 1976; and The Hecht Museum, University of Haifa, in 1984. He was also a mem- 
ber of the directorate of the Israel Society for Medals and Coins, serving on the 
committees that determined the design of the modern Israeli coins. In this capacity, 
he was instrumental in the decision to base many of the modern coins on ancient 
Jewish coinage, thus strengthening the affinity between past and present in the State 
of Israel. 

Meshorer was invited to lecture and research at several major institutions, includ- 
ing The American Numismatic Society, New York; Duke University, North Car- 
olina; the British Museum, London; the Jewish Theological Seminary, New York; 
and the Bibliothéque Nationale, Paris. Among the many honors he received, 
Meshorer was granted the Huntington Medal of The American Numismatic Society 
in 2001, and he was elected an honorary member of the International Numismatic 
Commission at the opening of the XIIIth International Numismatic Congress of 
Madrid in 2003. 

In 2002 a prize was established in Meshorer’s name at the Israel Museum; its first 
recipient was Dr. Andrew Burnett. 

The American Numismatic Society, as part of the Ancient Coins in North Amer- 
ican Collections series, will publish Meshorer’s opus ultimum, a three-volume cata- 
logue of the Abraham Sofaer Collection of Coins from the Holy Land. In addition, 
the Israel Numismatic Society plans to dedicate its forthcoming volume of the /srael 
Numismatic Journal (vol. 15) to his memory. 

Yankele, as he was affectionately called, died at his home in Jerusalem on the 
morning of Wednesday, June 23 after courageously battling a debilitating illness for 
six long years. A dear friend and colleague, the entire numismatic community in 
Israel and abroad will miss him, as well as the many others who cherished him 
greatly.

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CRONICA DEL XIII CONGRESO INTERNACIONAL DE 
NUMISMATICA 


El XII Congreso Internacional de Numismatica, primero que se celebra en 
Espana desde su creacion en 1891, se ha celebrado con todo éxito en el Palacio de 
Congresos del Paseo de la Castellana de Madrid entre los dias 15 y 19 de septiembre 
de 2003, bajo la presidencia de honor de SS. MM. los Reyes de Espajia, el Patroci- 
nio del Ministerio de Educacion, Cultura y Deporte y la coordinacion cientifica del 
Departamento de Numismatica del Museo Arqueoldgico Nacional. 


Este importantisimo acontecimiento, marco de referencia de la numismatica a 
nivel mundial, tuvo como logotipo el reverso deconstruido de un real de a ocho de 
Carlos II acufiado en Potosi -actualmente en Bolivia- en 1691. Se trata del conocido 
motivo con las dos columnas de Hercules sobre las ondas del mar, con corona super- 
puesta y, entre lineas, P— 8-— VR/ PLV -SVL-TRA/ VR-91—P. Es ésta una de 
las monedas de caracter internacional mas emblematicas de la Numismatica 
espafiola, por lo que representa claramente la filosofia de nuestro Congreso. Los 
colores, por su parte, evocan al pais de acogida, Espafia. 


1, Reuniones previas al congreso 


La vispera de la Inauguracion del Congreso se llevaron a cabo tres importantes 
reuniones. La primera, realizada a las 11 horas en el despacho de Direccion del 
Museo Arqueologico Nacional, fue la ultima reunion de la Junta Directiva saliente 
de la Comision Internacional de Numismatica formada por: Dr. Andrew Burnett 
(Presidente), Dr. William E. Metcalf y Prof. Stanislaw Suchodolski (Vice-presi- 
dentes), M. Michel Amandry (Secretario), Dr. Marjan Scharloo (Tesorera), Dr. Car- 
men Alfaro, Prof. Dr. Giinther Demski, Prof. Giovanni Gorini y Prof. Kenneth 
Jonson (Consejeros). 


La segunda reunion, realizada a las 14 horas en el Salon de Actos de la Secretaria 
de Estado de Cultura del Ministerio de Educacion, Cultura y Deporte, fue la X 
Asamblea General Anual de ICOMON, precedida por la reunion de su Junta Direc- 
tiva, a la que asistieron unas 40 personas, con informes del Presidente Vicepresi- 
dente y Tesorero sobre las actividades de afio anterior, especialmente de la IX 
Asamblea General Anual celebrada en Pekin, de la que se presentaron las primeras 
copias de los Proceedings of the 9th Annual Meeting of the International Commit- 
tee of Money and Banking Museums y se recordo que las Actas de la Reunion Anual 
de Barcelona, 2001, estaban disponibles. 


Por ultimo, a las 18 horas en el mismo Salon de Actos, tuvo lugar la Asamblea 
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plenaria de la Comision Internacional de Numismatica, donde, entre otras cosas, se 
informé de los trabajos realizados y patrocinados por la Comision en los ultimos 
seis afios, se establecid Glasgow como sede del siguiente Congreso Internacional, 
que se realizara en 2009/2010, y se eligi la nueva Junta Directiva por votacion 
secreta de los representantes de las distintas instituciones miembros de la CIN. Por 
ultimo, el Ministerio ofrecio un vino espajiol a los asistentes. La composicion de la 
nueva Junta Directiva de la Comision Internacional de Numismatica quedo estable- 
cida de la siguiente manera:

2. Organizacion y desarrollo del Congreso 
Sede del Congreso 


El congreso se realiz6 en el Palacio de Congresos de Madrid, estratégicamente 
situado en el eje comercial del Madrid mas moderno y muy bien comunicado por 
metro, autobus y trenes de la red de Cercanias. El edificio esta rodeado de un 
entorno privilegiado y a pocos minutos del centro histdrico de la ciudad, que ha 
ofrecido una combinacion unica para garantizar el éxito del evento y el aprovecha- 
miento maximo del tiempo libre para convertirlo, ademas, en una agradable visita 
turistica. 


Su magnifico edificio, decorado en la fachada principal con un mural de Joan 
Miro, dispone de un gran auditorio con capacidad para 2000 personas, asi como 
otras nueve salas con capacidades entre los 70 y 400 asistentes, provistas con los 
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ultimos avances tecnologicos en el campo de las comunicaciones y la traduccion 
simultanea. El edificio también cuenta con 10 espacios para tiendas, restaurante y, 
especialmente una serie de magnificos despachos con antesala, secretaria y sala de 
reuniones de los que dos ha ocupado el Departamento de Numismatica del Museo 
Arqueologico Nacional (Alemania y Reino Unido), como organizador del 
Congreso, y otros dos se han cedido a la Comision Internacional de Numismatica y 
a la Asociacion Internacional de Numismaticos Profesionales respectivamente. 


Del mismo modo, desde el viernes 12 de septiembre se adjudicé al Congreso el 
almacén n° 4 “Islas Canarias”, a fin de ir almacenando todas las publicaciones, invi- 
taciones, medallas y material de todo tipo que se distribuiria a partir del domingo a 
los congresistas. También el Palacio de Congresos puso a disposicion del Ministe- 
rio el almacén C-2 para albergar los libros del servicio de publicaciones para su 
venta en el stand del Ministerio y otras publicaciones, videos y bolsas de regalo para 
los congresistas, los ponentes y los presidentes de mesa. 


Entrega de documentacion / Punto de informacion 


Durante todo el Congreso estuvo disponible en el Hall de entrada un mostrador 
de entrega de documentacion, en el que se podian realizar inscripciones al 
Congreso. A cada congresista se le entregd una cartera-maletin con el logotipo del 
congreso que contenia su acreditacion, el Programa Definitivo, el Libro de Rest- 
menes, el Listado de participantes, las invitaciones a las distintas recepciones, el 
triptico informativo de la Comision Internacional de Numismatica, el Compte 
Rendu y el Newsletter editados por la C.I.N., un calendario de 2004 realizado por el 
Museo Arqueologico Nacional recreando el calendario romano a través de imagenes 
monetales, la publicacion El Departamento de Numismatica del Museo Arqueolo- 
gico Nacional, realizado por Carmen Alfaro, asi como un block de notas, un boli- 
grafo, documentacion turistica, y el certificado de asistencia de cada congresista. 


Por su parte, la Subdireccion General de Museos Estatales del Ministerio de Edu- 
cacion, Cultura y Deporte regal6 a cada congresista una bolsa que contenia folletos 
de informacion de los Museos Estatales, separadores de libros, la publicacion sobre 
los Museos Estatales y el libro Zesoros del Gabinete Numismatico: Las 100 mejores 
piezas del monetario del Museo Arqueologico Nacional. 


También con la documentacion se entregd, sdlo a aquellos congresistas que lo 
habian adquirido, el Survey of Numismatic Research, la medalla conmemorativa, los 
vales de comida, los bonos de las excursiones a Mérida 0 Toledo y los bonos de la 
cena de clausura. 
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Igualmente la empresa adjudicataria del Congreso, SIASA, S.A., puso a disposi- 
cion de los participantes un mostrador de informacion sobre las actividades del 
Congreso (programa, actividades paralelas, bus de los museos, excursiones, etc.) y 
sobre otros particulares (informacion sobre hoteles, transporte, turismo, actividades 
culturales en Madrid, etc.). También hizo entrega a los diversos autores del Survey 
of Numismatic Research de un ejemplar de la citada publicacion que les corres- 
pondia por su colaboracion.

Exposicion y venta de publicaciones 


El Ministerio de Educacion, Cultura y Deporte conto en la sede del Congreso con 
un stand, situado en el Hall de entrada, en el que puso a disposicion de los congre- 
sistas informacion sobre los Museos espafioles y una muestra de las publicaciones 
mas recientes, especialmente de numismatica, realizadas por este organismo, que se 
podian adquirir y que se regalaron al finalizar el Congreso. 


Asimismo, en la parte posterior del Hall y en la Primera Planta, los asistentes 
pudieron visitar los stands de exposicion y venta de publicaciones de diversas insti- 
tuciones publicas y privadas relacionadas con el ambito de la numismatica, asi como 
de librerias especializadas: Consejo Superior de Investigaciones Cientificas, Fun- 
dacion Real Ingenio de Segovia, Spink & Son Ltd., Georges Depeyrot, Asociacion 
Espanola de Numismaticos Profesionales, Classical Numismatica Group Inc., Cro- 
nica Numismatica/Publiafinsa, Oxford Imaging Ltd., Editorial Scriptum y Sociedad 
Nacional Rumana de Numismatica. Esta ultima, ha donado a la Biblioteca del 
Museo Arqueologico Nacional todo el material bibliografico que exhibio durante el 
Congreso. 


Almuerzos y cafés 


Los participantes que lo desearon pudieron adquirir un bono, al precio de 96 €, 
para los almuerzos de los dias 15, 16, 17 y 18 de septiembre en el Palacio de 
Congresos. Estos almuerzos, que contaron con una alta participacion (180 perso- 
nas), fueron de tipo buffet, con una gran calidad y variedad de productos ofrecidos 
que, ademas, incluian las bebidas. 
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Ademas, todos los dias hacia las 10,15 horas de la mariana se ofrecieron de forma 
gratuita, en el hall y en la primera planta del Palacio de Congresos, cafés servidos 
en las pausas de las sesiones, que se acompafiaron de zumos y una seleccion de pas- 
tas y bolleria de gran calidad. 


Medalla conmemorativa 


Como es habitual, con motivo del Congreso se ha editado una medalla conme- 
morativa, de 80 mm, en bronce, disefiada por el prestigioso escultor y medallista 
espafiol Fernando Jesus. Esta presenta en el anverso a la diosa Juno Moneta, sentada 
sobre un plinto, pesando monedas en una balanza; en el frontal del plinto, la repre- 
sentacion del reverso del denario romano republicano de T. Carisio del 46 a.C. A la 
derecha del plinto, FJ, firma del medallista. Alrededor, la leyenda XIII CONGRESO 
INTERNACIONAL DE NUMISMATICA, y en el reverso, rodeando al logotipo del 
Congreso, disefios inspirados en monedas espafiolas de todas las épocas: un bronce 
de Gadir (Cadiz), un as ibérico de Kese (Tarragona), la Gran Dobla de Pedro I, cua- 
tro maravedis de Felipe IV, un peso de minas de Mexico de 1611, y la fachada del 
Museo Arqueologico Nacional. Debajo, la leyenda MADRID 2003. 


La medalla que esta confeccionada artesanalmente, respetando las técnicas tradi- 
cionales de grabado y fabricacién, acabada con chorro de arena fina y revisada una 
a una con clavado de numeracion a mano, se vendio al precio de 72 y fue adqui- 
rida por 103 congresistas, ademas de las que se regalaron a las distintas personali- 
dades. 


Survey of Numismatic Research (1996-2001) 


Como es habitual, coincidiendo con el Congreso se ha publicado el Survey of 
Numismatic Research, recopilacion bibliografica comentada por especialistas en 
cada materia de las publicaciones de Numismatica aparecidas en los seis afios trans- 
curridos entre el Congreso de Berlin y el de Madrid. Cubre el periodo 1996-2001 y 
esta estructurado en cinco secciones tematicas: Antigtiedad, Edades Media, Moderna 
y Contemporanea, Numismatica Oriental, Medallas y Numismatica General. 


El Survey of Numismatic Research tiene como objetivo principal suministrar a los 
profesionales de la Numismatica un comentario critico de las publicaciones mas 
recientes. Dicho comentario no es exhaustivo pero si recoge los trabajos mas desta- 
cados de cada una de las secciones, mostrando ademas las tendencias generales del 
periodo de cobertura. El publico al que va dirigido trasciende las barreras del mundo 
de la investigacion numismatica, por lo que sus articulos son una herramienta de tra- 
bajo util y accesible también para los historiadores, arquedlogos y coleccionistas. 
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Los editores generales de la obra han sido Carmen Alfaro Asins y Andrew Bur- 
nett que han contado con la colabortacion de distintos sub-editores en cada una de 
las cinco secciones tematicas establecidas: Michel Amandry y Paloma Otero Moran 
(Antigiiedad), Barrie Cook, Miguel Ibafiez Artica y Peter Ilisch (Edades Media, 
Moderna y Contemporanea), Alberto Canto Garcia y Frangois Thierry (Numisma- 
tica Oriental), Philip Attwood y Javier Gimeno (Medallas) y Kenneth Jonsson y 
Julio Torres (Numismatica General). En total han colaborado 97 autores 


Esta publicacion tiene una extension de 1.000 paginas, lo ha editado, como en 
otras ocasiones, la Asociacion Internacional de Numismaticos Profesionales y se 
ofrecid a los congresistas al precio de 25 €, habiéndose vendido durante el 
Congreso 326 ejemplares. 


3. Programa cientifico y otros actos 


El Congreso tuvo un notable éxito de participacion, con 747 inscritos (a 7-10-03), 
de ellos 650 congresistas de pleno derecho y 97 acompafiantes, procedentes de 54 
paises de los cinco continentes, los mas representados ademas de Espafia, con 157 
participantes, han sido Italia con 57, Reino Unido con 56, Francia con 52, Alema- 
nia con 53, Estados Unidos con 35, Suiza con 23, Grecia con 21 y Brasil con 16. Al 
igual que esta alta presencia de congresistas brasilefios, ha destacado también la par- 
tictpacion de congresistas Ibero-americanos ausentes por completo en anteriores 
ediciones, con representacion de Colombia, Costa Rica, Chile, Ecuador, México, 
Uruguay y Venezuela. 


Parte de esta numerosa asistencia ha sido favorecida por las becas que han otor- 
gado distintas instituciones cuyos beneficiarios, ademas, quedaban exentos de los 
gastos de inscripcion. Asi, la Comision Internacional de Numismatica otorg6 30, la 
Direccion General de Cooperacion y Comunicacion Cultural del Ministerio de Edu- 
cacion, Cultura y Deporte otras 10 a miembros de la comunidad Ibero-americana, 
y, por ultimo, la Numismatische Kommission der Lander in der Bundesrepublik 
Deutschland y la Deutsche Numismatische Gesellschaft/Verband der Deutschen 
Miinzvereine otras 8 ayudas. 


En este sentido, cabe destacar la recepcion organizada por Reiner Cunz, Horten- 
sia von Roten y sus colegas de la German Numismatic Commission, German 
Numismatic Society, y Swiss Numismatic Society, que tuvo lugar en el Palacio de 
Congresos la tarde del 16 de septiembre con ocasion de premiar con las becas de 
viaje a los jovenes investigadores. 
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Inauguracion oficial 


La inauguracion oficial del Congreso se llevé a cabo en el Auditorio del Palacio 
presidido por D. Joaquin Puig de la Bellacasa, Director General de Bellas Artes y 
Bienes Culturales, D* Marina Chinchilla Gomez, Subdirectora General de Museos 
Estatales. Ministerio de Educacion, Cultura y Deporte de Espafia, D. Miguel Angel 
Elvira, Director del Museo Arqueolégico Nacional, D* Carmen Alfaro Asins, Coor- 
dinadora General del Congreso y Andrew Burnett, Presidente de la Comision Inter- 
nacional de Numismatica. 


Joaquin Puig de la Bellacasa dio la bienvenida a los asistentes y destaco, ente otras 
cosas, la importancia del Congreso para Espafia y los paises de habla hispana. 
Seguidamente intervino Miguel Angel Elvira sefialando el gran esfuerzo realizado 
por el Museo para la realizacion del Congreso. A continuacién Carmen Alfaro 
comento la gestacion de este importante evento para la numismatica, en particular 
para la espafiola, destacando las personas e instituciones que lo habian hecho 
posible tanto desde el Ministerio de Educacion Cultura y Deporte y la Comision 
Internacional de Numismatica como, especialmente desde el Departamento de 
Numismatica del Museo Arqueolégico Nacional, dedicando un carifioso recuerdo a 
tres antiguos conservadores vinculados a los Congresos y a la Comision Interna- 
cional de Numismatica: Felipe Mateu y Llopis, Octavio Gil Farrés y Mercedes 
Rueda Sabater. Por ultimo cerré el acto Andrew Burnett que resaltd la importante 
colaboracion entre las Instituciones organizadoras y el importante esfuerzo reali- 
zado por diversas personas para llevar a buen término el Congreso. 


El programa del Congreso se ha estructurado en seis secciones que cubren las 
areas objeto de estudio: Antigiiedad, Edad Media, Edad Moderna y Contemporanea, 
Numismatica Oriental, Medallas y Numismatica General. Todas ellas se desarrolla- 
ron en sesiones paralelas correspondientes a bloques tematicos. En este marco 
tuvieron lugar las sesiones plenarias, las mesas redondas, las comunicaciones y la 
presentacion de posters. 


E] Programa previsto se llevo a cabo con escasas modificaciones. Las sesiones de 
trabajo se desarrollaron en 10 salas con un total de 378 intervenciones que se han 
repartido en 7 conferencias plenarias, tres mesas redondas, 63 sesiones de comuni- 
caciones y 27 posters, en los cinco idiomas oficiales del Congreso: espaiiol, inglés, 
francés, italiano y aleman.

pafiantes inscritos, previa presentacion de la identificacion del Congreso. 


Cena de clausura 


La cena de clausura del Congreso se celebro el jueves 18 de septiembre, a las 
21,30 horas, en la sala La Redaccion del restaurante Pedro Larumbe de Madrid, que 
ocupa la ultima planta del emblematico edificio ABC, que data de 1896, situado en 
la calle de Serrano n° 61. Asistieron un total de 231 personas, a las que a su llegada 
se ofrecié les un cocktail en la terraza del edificio, para mas tarde pasar al restau- 
rante propiamente dicho, para degustar el exquisito menu encargado para la ocasion. 


A la finalizacion de los postres, el prestigioso grupo folclorico “Villa de Madrid” 
ofrecio una completa y elegante actuacion con bailes de la llamada escuela bolera 
madrilefia 0 “Goyesco”, que representa la musica y danzas del Madrid de los siglos 
XVIII-XIX, época en que la Corte residia en la capital de Espafia y que, bajo la 
influencia de los ambientes cortesanos de Europa, desarrolla en los salones palacie- 
gos y academias, la Escuela Bolera. Los “majos y majas”, como se denominaba a 
los madrilefios de entonces, interpretaban en sus fiestas populares a orilla del rio 
Manzanares o en las Tabernas, Seguidillas, Fandangos, Boleros, etc., a semejanza 
del ambiente aristocratico. El famoso pintor Goya reflejo en muchos de sus cuadros 
aquel Madrid: su indumentaria, gastronomia, instrumentos, poses de baile y fiestas, 
por lo que estas tradiciones reciben la denominacion de “Goyesco”. 


Excursiones 
El Congreso se completo con dos excursiones oficiales opcionales a Mérida y 


Toledo, asi como otra a Segovia programada por la Asociacion de Amigos de Sego- 
via. 
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Mérida (19 y 20 de septiembre) 


La organizacion del Congreso programo una visita de dos dias a Merida, la 
romana Emerita Augusta, capital de Extremadura y de la antigua Lusitania, es una 
ciudad con grandes atractivos para arquedlogos e historiadores en general, puesto 
que a los monumentos ya conocidos, como el famoso Teatro Romano, se han unido 
en los ultimos afios numerosas excavaciones que han ido sacando a la luz las ciu- 
dades romana, visigoda y medieval. A esta esta excursion asistieron 21 personas. 


Mérida, ademas, es la sede del Museo Nacional de Arte Romano y la visita ha 
coincidido precisamente con el decimoséptimo aniversario de su creacion, por lo 
que el Museo ha organizado una serie de actos culturales y lidicos. Ha preparado 
ademas para los congresistas un programa especial de visitas, tanto al propio museo 
como a las excavaciones y monumentos de la ciudad y sus alrededores, por lo que 
ha constituido una visita privilegiada gracias a la inmensa generosidad y entrega del 
Director del Museo y sus facultativos, asi como del Consorcio de la Ciudad Monu- 
mental, Historico-Artistica y Arqueoldgica de Mérida. 


La salida de Madrid se realizo hacia las 8,30 horas desde el Palacio de Congresos 
en autocar por la carretera de Extremadura, con explicacione en ruta de la historia 
y actualidad de la que fue una de las mas importantes ciudades romanas de Hispa- 
nia. Fundada en el afio 25 a.C. por el emperador Augusto para asentar a sus solda- 
dos veteranos, y aupada a la capitalidad de la provincia de Lusitania, fue el principal 
enclave de Roma en el occidente peninsular. Dotada de todos los servicios propios 
de una colonia romana de primer rango (acueductos, embalses, puentes, calzadas, 
teatro, anfiteatro, circo, foros, templos...), y definida por algunos autores como la 
“Roma Hispana”, lleg6 a alcanzar durante el siglo IV la capitalidad de la Didcesis 
Hispaniarum. 


Hacia las 13 horas se llego a Merida, visitando inicialmente el Museo Nacional 
de Arte Romano, siendo recibidos por su Director, José Maria Alvarez, y Agustin 
Velazquez, facultativo del mismo, quien acompafio al grupo en la visita al Museo, 
obra del prestigioso arquitecto Rafael Moneo, que acoge mas de 37.000 piezas hal- 
ladas en el subsuelo de la ciudad, recreando a través de mosaicos, esculturas, cera- 
micas y monedas, la vida de una colonia romana en los confines del Imperio. Con 
motivo de la visita de los congresistas se exhibid una pequefia muestra con las ulti- 
mas adquisiciones de monedas romanas y visigodas realizadas por el Ministerio de 
Educacion, Cultura y Deporte para el Museo. 


Hacia las 14,00 horas se almorz6 en el Parador de Mérida y por la tarde se visita- 
ron en autocar los embalses romanos de Proserpina y Cornalvo (actual Parque Natu- 
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ral de Cornalvo) acompafiados amablemente por Agustin Velazquez, conservador 
del Museo. Estos embalses, situados a 5 y 7 kilometros de la ciudad, fueron 
construidos para el abastecimiento de agua de Emerita, a donde Ilegaba tras recor- 
rer largos kilometros por acueductos. La parte mas impresionante, considerada una 
auténtica obra de arte de la ingenieria romana, es el denominado “Acueducto de los 
Milagros”, que salvaba, mediante un bosque de altos pilares, el valle del rio Albar- 
regas, para depositar el agua en el castellum situado en la parte mas alta de la ciu- 
dad. 


A las 20,30 en el Salon de Actos del Museo se hizo entrega del X Premio Inter- 
nacional “Genio Protector de la Colonia Augusta Emerita’, instituido por la Aso- 
ciacion de Amigos del Museo Nacional de Arte Romano y por la Fundacion de 
Estudios Romanos. En esta edicion los premios recayeron en el prestigioso arqued- 
logo portugués prof. Alargao y en la Fundacion El Monte. A continuacion, y en la 
nave principal del Museo el coro “Amadeus”, ofrecié un concierto a los Amigos del 
Museo y los congresistas, dentro de los actos programados para conmemorar el 
XVII Aniversario de la Inauguracion del Museo. Con un ligero retraso sobre el hora- 
rio previsto, hacia las 23 horas se realiz6 un Convivium o cena romana en el Para- 
dor, donde también se alojaron los congresistas, en el que se degustaron los mas 
famosos manjares romanos, conocidos a través de las recetas de Apicio, al que, 
ademas de los congresistas, asistieron diversas personalidades politicas locales, de 
la Fundacion de Estudios Romanos, del Museo y de la Asociacion de Amigos del 
Museo, asi como los premiados horas antes. 


Hacia las 9,30 del dia 20 se realizo una visita guiada a pie por el Conjunto Monu- 
mental de Mérida: Teatro, Anfiteatro, Casas Romanas del Anfiteatro y Mitreo, Arco 
de Trajano, Puente Romano, Templo de Diana, Foro, Alcazaba arabe, etc., y hacia 
las 13 horas se partid hacia Trujillo, una de las ciudades mas atractivas de Extrema- 
dura gracias a su monumental casco antiguo, erigido en los periodos de mayor 
esplendor de la villa: la Edad Media y, gracias al descubrimiento de América, los 
siglos XVI y XVII, donde se almorz6 en el Parador y hubo tiempo libre para visi- 
tar el casco hist6rico de la ciudad, con Ilegada a Madrid hacia las 21,30 horas. 


Toledo (19 de septiembre) 


Como alternativa corta a la excursion de Mérida, se program6 otra a Toledo, anti- 
gua capital del Imperio con Carlos I y Felipe II, y actualmente capital de la Comu- 
nidad Autonoma de Castilla-La Mancha, destino turistico imprescindible al aunar 
monumentos de las tres culturas: judia, arabe y cristiana, a la que han asistido 142 
congresistas. 
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La salida de Madrid se realiz6 hacia las 9 horas desde el Palacio de Congresos en 
autocar, por la carretera de Toledo, con explicacion en ruta de la historia, leyendas 
y curiosidades de esta ciudad, en la que convivieron durante tres siglos arabes, 
judios y cristianos, visitando el Museo de Santa Cruz, instalado en el antiguo hos- 
pital de la Santa Cruz, fundado por el Cardenal Pedro Gonzalez de Mendoza y 
construido a finales del siglo XV y principios del XVI, joya del arte renacentista. 
Actualmente alberga una magnifica coleccion arqueologica y artistica e importantes 
exposiciones temporales. Hacia las 12 horas se visito la Catedral, iniciada en 1226 
sobre el solar de la antigua mezquita mayor de la ciudad -que a su vez habia sido 
construida sobre una basilica visigoda- por orden del Arzobispo Jiménez de Rada, 
en el reinado de Fernando III el Santo. Acabada en 1493, es un ejemplo puramente 
espanol de la arquitectura gotica. A continuacion se visitd la Iglesia de Santo Tomé, 
que alberga el cuadro de El Greco El entierro del Conde de Orgaz. 


Hacia las 14 horas se realiz6 el almuerzo en el Hostal del Cardenal y por la tarde 
se visitd la Sinagoga de Santa Maria la Blanca, construida en el siglo XIII, una de 
las diez sinagogas con las que contaba la juderia toledana y un magnifico ejemplo 
del mudgjar toledano, transformada en iglesia en 1405. Hacia las 17 horas se visito 
el Museo de El Greco, reproduccién de una tipica vivienda toledana del siglo XVI, 
construida a principios del siglo XX sobre las ruinas de una construccion del XVI 
donde supuestamente vivid El Greco. Esta decorado con muebles y objetos de la 
época y alberga algunas de las pinturas mas conocidas del artista, asi como de otros 
pintores de la escuela toledana. Por ultimo se realiz6 una vista panoramica de la ciu- 
dad desde la otra orilla del Tajo y se regresd a Madrid hacia las 20 horas aproxima- 
damente 


Segovia (19 de septiembre) 


Ademas de las dos excursiones oficiales del Congreso, la Asociacion de Amigos 
de Segovia, programo también para el dia 19 una visita a la Casa de la Moneda de 
Segovia, en la que participaron unas 25 personas, coordinada por Glenn Murray. El 
viaje hasta Segovia se hizo de forma individual, y una vez en esta hermosa ciudad, 
hacia las 10 de la mafiana, en taxi se visito el Ayuntamiento, donde se realizo una 
recepcion, el Alcazar, la Casa de la Moneda con explicaciones de Glenn Murray, que 
incidié en la importancia de preservar y recuperar este importantisimo edificio, se 
almorzo en el conocido Mesén de Candido, y la tarde fue libre para visitar otras 
importantes monumentos y exposiciones de Segovia 0 regresar a Madrid, también 
de forma particular.

En 2003-2004, les travaux se sont poursuivis avec la préparation de la publication 
des monnaies parthes du musée d’état de Tbilissi (Géorgie). Cette nouvelle étude 
portera sur les découvertes en Géorgie et sur les collections du Musée, soit plus de 
700 monnaies. La publication préparée par Medea Sherozia (Tbilissi) et Jean-Marc 
Doyen (Bruxelles) devrait étre terminée en 2005. 


The presentation of the reports generates a general stimulating discussion of the 
meaning and significance of the INC patronage. The Council notes that the Chair- 
man of the SVG Sub Committee has served faithfully and efficiently for many years 
and that it will become necessary in the future to think of a suitable successor. 
G. Gorini is the INC representative and liaison officer to the SNG. 

Numismatic Literature for now continues to be published both electronically and 
in hard copy by subscription. NZ 146 is the latest issue.

a. Centro internazionale di Studi Numismatici di Napoli: rapporto sulle attivita’ 
svolte nel biennio 2002- 2003 


Attivita di ricerca 
Nel settore della ricerca l’attivita si é svolta su diversi filoni: 


Aspetti e problemi della circolazione monetaria in Magna Grecia. 

a) Studio della circolazione monetaria del versante tirrenico del Bruttium. Un set- 
tore dell’indagine ha riguardato |’area lametina, che costituisce un territorio di radi- 
cata e intensa circolazione monetaria per la consistente attivita delle zecche locali e 
la pluralita dei rinvenimenti sporadici e in ripostiglio sin ora solo genericamente noti. 
Su questi ultimi si é incentrata in modo specifico la ricerca, avviando e portando a 
termine lo studio dei ripostigli di Sambiase (GCH 1872), Curinga (/GCH 1881), S. 
Stefano di Rogliano /GCH 1884), S. Eufemia Lamezia (IGCH 1906), Gizzeria 
(IGCH 1913), Grimaldi (GCH 1947) per un totale di 822 monete. Tali contesti risul- 
tano di particolare rilevanza, ciascuno sotto aspetti specifici, rendendo il territorio un 
osservatorio privilegiato delle varie tappe e dei momenti funzionali dei rapporti tra 
poleis greche e comunita indigene. Infatti dalla documentazione emerge con chia- 
rezza la primitiva gravitazione dell’area di pertinenza enotria nell’ orbita sibaritica, il 
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passaggio al controllo di Crotone, la progressiva affermazione della colonia croto- 
niate di Terina che amplia il raggio dei contatti con altre poleis non solo italiote, ma 
anche siceliote, documentati da intensi flussi monetari, che in modo significativo non 
interessano solo il livello del metallo prezioso di alto taglio, ma anche quello della 
valuta frazionaria di argento e di bronzo. Ne viene confermata la posizione di cen- 
tralita ricoperta dall’area, punto nodale di contatti in ambito magno-greco, ma anche 
di proiezione tirrenica, che non sembra venir meno nel corso del IV e III secolo, 
quando risulta inserita nell’ orbita di gravitazione brettia. 

Lo studio dei ripostigli, corredato dalle riproduzioni fotografiche degli esemplari, 
é stato effettuato da E. Spagnoli, J ripostigli di Sambiase, Curinga, S. Stefano di 
Rogliano e da M. Taliercio Mensitieri, / ripostigli di Gizzeria, S. Eufemia Lamezia, 
Grimaldi, in corso di stampa nel volume Ripostigli dalla Piana Lametina, ed. Rub- 
bettino, Soveria Mannelli. 

Lanalisi é stata estesa al comprensorio contiguo che include Ipponio e Medma e 
si ¢ basata sul controllo incrociato della struttura delle monetazioni e dei movimenti 
monetari dei territori presi in esame. | risultati della prima fase della ricerca sono 
stati presentati in occasione del Convegno su La Calabria tirrenica in eta greca 
(Cosenza 2000), 1 cui Atti sono in preparazione. 


b) Circolazione della moneta di Crotone nell’ Italia meridionale. 

Si ¢ intrapreso lo studio della circolazione delle emissioni monetarie prodotte 
dalla zecca di Crotone, con particolare riguardo alla fase incusa. Uindagine ha preso 
avvio con lo studio dei ripostigli di area brettia e apulo-salentina ed ha portato alla 
pubblicazione del tesoretto monetale rinvenuto nel 1938 a Taranto, in via Oberdan 
(IGCH 1902), a cura di V. Marrazzo e in corso di stampa negli Annali dell Istituto 
Italiano di Numismatica. 


c) Studio della circolazione della moneta di Velia nel territorio dell’ Italia antica. 

La ricognizione sistematica del materiale aggregato in ripostigli e sporadico effet- 
tuata in modo analitico, ha consentito di individuare le diversificazioni interne che 
si verificano in un lungo periodo di contatti con poleis greche, ma anche con comu- 
nita indigene, lucane e brettie e infine con Roma. 

I risultati dell’indagine sono confluiti nel contributo di M. Taliercio Mensitieri, La 
circolazione della moneta d’argento di Velia in Italia meridionale, in La moneta- 
zione dei Focei in Occidente, Atti dell’XI convegno del CISN (Napoli 1996), Roma 
2002, pp.195-233. 


La monetazione di Alessandro il Molosso 

Lo studio ¢é stato articolato in tre aree tematiche: a) le emissioni del Molosso con 
revisione dei problemi di cronologia e di localizzazione delle zecche e definizione 
del rapporto con le monetazioni epirote; b) Le monetazioni della Magna Grecia,

delle quali sono state isolate le serie riconducibili all’eta del Molosso sulla base dei 
dati forniti dalle riconiazioni, dai ripostigli, dall’aspetto epigrafico e tipologico, al 
fine di valutare se e in quale misura la spedizione del Molosso abbia coinvolto le 
citta magno-greche anche sul piano monetario; c) I rinvenimenti monetali, al fine di 
individuarne le aree di distribuzione e di definire gli spostamenti dell’Epirota 

I risultati della ricerca sono stati presentati da M.Taliercio e R. Vitale in occasione 
del XLIII Convegno Internazionale di Studi sulla Magna Grecia (Taranto-Cosenza 
2003). 


Circolazione monetaria a Pompei. 

La ricerca ha inaugurato un filone di studi volti ad affrontare il complesso pro- 
blema della circolazione monetaria a Pompei. Essa si articola in varie fasi: 

- ricognizione e revisione critica della documentazione edita — Pompeianarum 
Antiquitatum Historia e Notizie Scavi — con conseguente informatizzazione dei dati; 

- ricognizione e revisione critica della documentazione di archivio della Soprin- 
tendenza Archeologica di Napoli, dei giornali di scavo di Pompei e dell’ Archivio di 
Stato di Napoli; 

- primi interventi di pulitura finalizzati alla catalogazione; 

- Ticognizione e catalogazione sistematica delle monete, conservate presso le 
Soprintendenze di Pompei e Napoli, isolate o in gruzzoli, organizzate secondo una 
suddivisione topografica (regiones, insulae e civici) e al suo interno per tipologia di 
rinvenimento (edifici pubblici, abitazioni private, impianti commerciali, necropoli, 
scheletri); 

- schedatura e catalogazione informatica; 

- campagna di documentazione fotografica e digitalizzazione delle immagini; 

- studio della documentazione materiale e di quella di archivio; 

- esame dei contesti. 

Di tale lavoro si ¢ dato notizia in Rinvenimenti monetali a Pompei, in Pompei. 
Scienza e societa (Napoli 1998), Milano 2001, pp. 260, 267. 

Nella prima fase della ricerca |’indagine ha preso avvio dallo studio della Regio 
IX di Pompei, di cui i risultati preliminari sono stati pubblicati da M. Taliercio Men- 
sitieri, “Ritrovamenti monetali a Pompei : problemi di metodo e di ricerca”, in Rin- 
venimenti monetali: problemi di metodo e di ricerca (Padova 2000), Padova 2002, 
pp. 79-102. Lindagine ¢é stata allargata allo studio delle Regiones VII-VIII, che 
occupano un settore compatto dell’area urbana e che sono state scelte per il carat- 
tere composito delle fisionomie insediative, per la dislocazione topografica, per la 
lunga durata degli scavi archeologici. 

I risultati preliminari della ricerca sono stati presentati in occasione del Convegno 
organizzato dal Centro su Presenza e circolazione della moneta in area vesuviana 
(Napoli-Pompei, 30 maggio-1 giugno 2003). 
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Attivita informatica 


1) E’ stato elaborato un programma di archiviazione informatica del patrimonio 
numismatico del Centro, Archiviazione ed elaborazione informatica della calcoteca 
del C.IS.N., finanziato dal CNR-Progetto Mezzogiorno, nell’ambito del Progetto 
Strategico “Problematiche scientifiche e sviluppo di metodologie di catalogazione 
dei Beni Artistici e Culturali di interesse per il Mezzogiorno”. 

Per la realizzazione dell’archivio informatico sono stati elaborati un software spe- 
cifico e una scheda di inventario personalizzata, allo scopo di renderli funzionali alla 
ricerca scientifica, oltre che alle esigenze della banca-dati. Pertanto, sono stati isolati 
1 diversi elementi utili all’identificazione e allo studio dell’esemplare numismatico, 
curando che a ciascuno di essi corrispondesse uno specifico campo della scheda. 
Inoltre, sono stati creati dei vocabolari predefiniti al fine di garantire l’omogeneita 
dei dati inseriti, facilitare la consultazione della banca dati e assicurare il corretto fun- 
zionamento dei filtri di ricerca. La scheda di inventario é articolata in 6 sezioni, per 
un totale di 60 campi, che documentano i dati relativi alla collocazione e provenienza, 
all’identificazione e descrizione dell’esemplare. La banca-dati, che ¢ stata elaborata 
da M. Taliercio Mensitieri ed ¢ stata realizzata da A. M. De Luca, D. Romagnoli. 


2) E’ stato realizzato un progetto multimediale, finanziato con un contributo del 
CNR “Progetto Mezzogiorno”, che si inserisce nell’ambito di una collana multime- 
diale di Cd rom, in cui sono confluiti 1 prodotti delle attivita dei Progetti Strategici 
precedentemente finanziati dal CNR. Il CD-rom, dal titolo La calcoteca del CISN, 
che é stato ideato da M. Taliercio Mensitieri ed ¢ stato realizzato da A. M. De Luca, 
D. Romagnoli, si compone di tre sezioni. La prima é stata dedicata all’ illustrazione 
del Progetto Strategico con la successione delle fasi di realizzazione, che hanno pre- 
visto il riordino sistematico, la catalogazione, la ripresa fotografica, il trasferimento 
su photo CD e l’informatizzazione dell’intera raccolta di calchi conservati al Cen- 
tro. La sezione comprende una dettagliata descrizione della scheda numismatica 
d’inventario elaborata al C.I.S.N., con le relative modalita di compilazione dei 
campi che la compongono. La seconda parte consiste in un database, che contiene 
la lista completa dei calchi della ricchissima raccolta del Centro (ca. 21.000). La 
banca dati é agevolmente consultabile con un’opzione di ricerca, che consente di 
effettuare una selezione personalizzata dei dati. La terza sezione illustra le proble- 
matiche che sono scaturite dalla documentazione raccolta al C.I.S.N. nel corso della 
sua attivita di ricerca. Ne deriva una trattazione per problemi della storia monetale 
dell’Italia meridionale, strutturata in forma di ipertesto. Il lavoro si compone di una 
parte testuale con un ricco corredo di cartine ed immagini, che illustrano gli argo- 
menti esaminati, consentendone un’immediata comprensione. E’ stato, inoltre, pre- 
visto un glossario, che presenta anch’esso una descrizione testuale e grafica dei 
termini tecnici ricorrenti e dei concetti basilari. 
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3) E’ sato realizzato un lavoro multimediale sulla Monetazione della Magna Gre- 
cia e della Sicilia, che illustra il percorso della esposizione numismatica allestita dal 
Museo Archeologico Nazionale di Napoli. II lavoro si compone di una parte tes- 
tuale, che affronta i principali aspetti e problemi delle monetazioni dell’ Italia meri- 
dionale, a partire dall’eta arcaica, con un ricco corredo di cartine ed immagini.

Organizzazione Convegni 


Si é organizzato un Convegno su Presenza e circolazione della moneta in area 
vesuviana che si collega al filone di ricerca del Centro relativo ai problemi di cir- 
colazione monetale nella Regione Campania e intende promuovere e raccogliere la 
documentazione relativa alla presenza e circolazione della moneta antica nel terri- 
torio vesuviano. 

La manifestazione, che si ¢ avvalsa della collaborazione della Soprintendenza 
Archeologica di Pompei, si é svolta nei giorni 30 maggio-1 giugno 2003. 

Scopo dell’iniziativa é stato quello di promuovere un incontro e un confronto tra 
numismatici e archeologi per presentare un progetto volto alla ricognizione, alla ela- 
borazione informatica e allo studio dei rinvenimenti effettuati nel corso dei 250 anni 
di scavi e ricerche sull’antico sito. Obiettivo del progetto, che affronta in modo sis- 
tematico un settore d’indagine sostanzialmente trascurato negli studi passati, ¢ la 
ricostruzione del quadro numismatico della citta antica con tutte le ripercussioni che 
ne derivano per la definizione di aspetti e funzioni della moneta e per la ricostru- 
zione del contesto socio-economico, della situazione finanziaria, dell’andamento 
commerciale della citta campana. Nel contempo tale quadro, alla luce dei confronti 
con la documentazione di aree limitrofe e di altre citta antiche, rappresenta una 
chiave di lettura della vicenda monetaria e piu in generale della natura e del funzio- 
namento dell’economia romana nella prima eta flavia nell’ Italia Meridionale.

c. International Association of Professional Numismatists 


Ursula Kampmann submitted the following report on the activities of the IBSCC, 
subcommittee of the IAPN: 


2003 was a very busy year for the IBSCC. A change was made in its structure so 
that now the tasks of the IBSCC are divided into two subcommittees of the Interna- 
tional Association of Professional Numismatists. The IBSCC is only working with 
coins in order to determine their authenticity. The Anti-Forgery-Committee is res- 
ponsible for the management of the IBSCC, distributing information and supervi- 
sing the organization of the IAPN’s fight against counterfeits. The President of the 
IBSCC in 2003 was Dr. Hans Voegtli. Chairman of the Anti-Forgery-Committee is 
Stefan Sonntag. 

The IBSCC has met seven times in 2003. 32 cases of controversial coins were exa- 
mined, discussed and closed. 

The IBSCC appeared publicly twice in 2003. It took part in the Congress in 
Madrid, organizing a well-attended round table concerning fake coins. The [APN 
and IBSCC were awarded the Swiss “Vreneli Preis” which is sponsored by the 
magazine MiinzenRevue and the World Money Fair Basel. The reason the organizers 
wanted to honor the IAPN was in recognition of its fight against forgeries organi- 
zed by its members, the IBSCC and the Anti-Forgery-Committee. 
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8. ICOMON 
Hortensia von Roten sent the following report for 2003/2004: 


As scheduled the International Committee of Money- and Banking Museums 
(ICOMON) was able to present the proceedings from the IX Annual Meeting of 
ICOMON in Beijing 2002 at the Madrid International Numismatic Congress 2003: 
For details see “ICOMON publications” on the ICOM website http://icom.museum. 


In 2004 ICOMON activities were centred on the participation in the ICOM mee- 
ting in Seoul, October 3-7, 2004. The overall theme was “Museums and Intangible 
Heritage”. The ICOMON programme focused more specifically on the theme 
“Money: Identity and Essence”. About fifty people attended at our sessions and thir- 
teen papers were given. 

Elections for anew ICOMON Board were held in Seoul on October 6, 2004. Hor- 
tensia von Roten (Switzerland) was elected President, Reiner Cunz (Germany) Vice 
President, Armine Wehdorn (Austria) Secretary and Heike Winter (Germany) Trea- 
surer. Rounding out the new Board are Ian Wiséhn (Sweden) as representative for 
National Museums, Cecilia Meir (Israel) as representative for Regional Museums, 
Angelina Aratjo Velez (Colombia) as representive for Mint Museums, Jonathan 
Williams (United Kingdom) as representative for Europe and for Archaeological 
and University Museums, Maria Antonia Gonzalez Arnal (Venezuela) as represen- 
tative for the Americas, Takashi Uemura (Japan) as representative for Asia and 
Huang Xiquan (China) as member at large. Australia and Africa are represented ad 
interim by ICOMON members not on the Board. 


The JCOMON Newsletters continue to go out in electronic form and in print for- 
mat to about 300 individuals and institutions in forty-five countries. Editor is for- 
mer ICOMON President Dick Doty (USA). ICOMON is furthermore setting up a 
website which will contain information about ICOMON membership, news, confe- 
rences and publications (www.icomon.org). 


The XII Annual Meeting of ICOMON will be in San José Costa Rica from Octo- 
ber 30, 2005 to November 3, 2005. The Meeting is organized by the Central Bank 
Museums Foundation and the theme will be “Money, People and Museums”. We 
will focus on questions concerning interaction of money museums, audience 
research in money museums, the function of numismatic exhibitions and the edu- 
cational dimension of money museums.

Inferior during the Early Roman Period. 

Susanne Sauer, Insitute of Numismatic, University of Vienna with a project on: 
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Die Miinzgeschichte der Grafschaft Léwenstein-Wertheim in der 2. Halfte des 16. 
und 1. Halfie des 17. Jahrhunderts 

Irene Seco Serra with a project on: The Far East Collection at the National 
Archaeological Museum of Madrid.
